Light Timber Soil 
Raises Top Wheat 
In Jersey County 


Jerseyville—Winter wheat in Piasa 
township, Jersey county, is in ex- 
cellent condition, according to Ray- 
mond Montague of that vicinity, 
who was a visitor at the offices of 
the Jersey County Farm Bureau 
Wednesday afternoon. 


Piasa Township ranked high the 
past season in wheat production. At 
•east ten farms produced an average 
of 54 bushels per acre of wheat. 


"The gray timber soil of Piasa 
township is particularly well ad- 
apted to the growth of wheat 
"Montague stated. "This has been 
very true since the soil building 
program of recent years in the local- 
ity has placed the ground in good 
condition for grain production. 


"The pioneers of the Piasa town- 
ship vicinity had the ground pretty 
well run down at one time. 1 know 
of one field where crops were harv- 
ested for 35 years without any soil 
rebuilding practice. The wheat straw 
was burned generally, and tne corn 
stalks suffered the same fate, before 
the earth became exhausted and 
would produce practically nothing. 


"The new era of limestone, legu- 
mes and phosphates has placed the 
soil back in condition where it will 
again produce bountifully as dem- 
onstrated by the crops of this year. 


We believe that when it comes to 
raising wheat that the soil of Piasa I 
township is without an equal in thisj| 
part of the country. 


The wheat is of the» best quality, 
plump, fat grains and has every 
thing as a rule that is required to 
grade high. We cannot compete so 
well in producing corn with our type 
of soil as the farmers in the black 
land districts in other Jersey county | 
localities."
